As game race horses, the Peter the 
Greate are generally regarded as se- 
perior to tho Bingens, although many 
of the latter have exhibited unquee- 
tionable courage, notably the locally 
owned Fritz Bingen, 2.19%, that has 
been the winner of many long drawa 
out races in which he displayed rare 
staying qualities. Fritz Bingen, how 
ever, is out of the good Wilton mare 
Javotte, and a large amount of his 
courage is attributed to that source. 
There has never been any question 
about the staying powers of the get of 
Peter the Great, for those that raced 
at all, raced well. The filly Grace, that 
won the 3-year-old division of the’ Ken. 
tucky Futurity Inst year, is a daughter 
of Peter the Great, 2.07 4—Orianna, 
2.19%, by Onward, 8.25%, and it wi 
be remembered that in this race she 
won sitnply by sheer gameness, defeat: 
ing the hitherto unbeaten Colorade 
E., that established the world’s record, 
2.04%, for trotters of that age.

BXPORTING BEEF CATTLE A 
TICKLISH BUSINESS 

Cattle men have a saying that the 
surest way to lowe money, is te ge! 
inte the business of exporting eattk 
There is more in this of truth thar 
pleasast memory to many enterprising 
mea, and the best lesson whieh lots 
of them have ever learned from their 
costly experience has been te leave 
the basiness alone. 

There is always u strong tincture o! 
speeulation in buying and shipping tc 
a foreign market. This is always tru: 
of the Old Country market, whiet 
draws its supplies from,so many fer off 
portions of the world. In the case ot 
meat supplics, it is easy to understand 
the uncertainties which must neces 
sarily attend the trade. Meat supplie- 
for the Old Country come frem Can 
ada and the United States, from Sout 
America, from Australia and New Zea 
land. The price which each contrib 
utor must receive for his goods, de 
pending upon tho laws of supply anc 
demand, must thus be subjeet to ar 
array of conditions far tov widely 
spread for any single handed speeulator 
to graep with any adequate degree 
of comprehension. 

The big companies operating in the 
United States, in Australia and New 
Zealand and in the Argentine were 
better prepared to deal with the situa 
tion, They had correspondents ané 
agents who kept them posted. In th 
ease of the United States, it was the 
turn of a peuny whether the big steerr 
went to the Old Coutnry on foot or on 
the meat hooks, Prices for tallow, for 
hides or for meat might make the dif 
ference. Other countries only attempt 
ed the dead meat trade. In this matte: 
Canada was unique, for cattle sent over 
only on foot, and there was little dress 
ed meat alternative. 

Sinee the advent of the representa 
tive of the Amorican packing house on 
the Canadian cattle markets, however 
there has been some improvement in 
the situation. He is not an individua! 
speeulator, but the representative of 
well-informed interests. He knowe 
what he is expected to do, and the re 
sult of his work generally nets a far 
smaller pereentage of loss than did 
that of the small buyer or shipper. 
When there is less loss, the situation 
is generally stronger, and smaller gen 
era! margins will ensue an equal profit 

An example of the value of eueh ac 
curate information transpired a while 
ago, when the price for export steers 
dropped on the Toronto market, in the 
face of Cae | Old Country eables. 
But receipts of big steers ef export 

le on the American markets had 
en large, and home demand for that 
elass was not active. Nothing would 
be more natural than that sumbers of 
theee would be forwarded on the foot 
to the Old Country, and when these 
reaehed the Old Country lower prices 
were apt to result. It was one of the 
times when under the old cenditionr 
a few bome buyers on export account 
would bave been ‘‘nipped,’’ while with 
wider and later information, the rep 
resentative of the big abattoir saved 
the situation. 

Under the present system of buy 
ing from the farmer the lose was ipa 
ed along to the country shipper. Man) 
of these suffered rather heavy losses 
having bonght on the strength of Old 
Country reporte themselves, 

Were it ble te obtain aegurat+ 
data regarding not only Old Conditions 
but reporte of the killings, and ship 
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ments from all the countries eontribu 
tory to the Old Country markot, then 
not only the shipper, but the farme 
and stock-breeder could then know just 
where they were at in the business, and 
an approximate estimate made of what 
market conditions would be like when 
animals wonld reach the Old Country. 
At the present time, abbattoirs and 
packing-howses interested in foreign 
moat mafkets obtain this for them 
selves, It is possible that those might 
find it in their intérest to iseao inform 
ation for the guidance of buyers at 
country points, but the factor of re 
sponsibility which this might involve 
in cases where prognostications went 
wrong, would be something which they 
would not care to assume even in the 
slightest degree. 


THE hEYLESS LOCK 
Locks of every imaginable kind 
tave been, invented, but there is now 
yn the market a keyless door lock that 
‘s rapidly taking the place of the lock 
of the old style. 

These keyless locks do not appear, 
at a glance, to differ greatly from the 
ordinary lock. They have a faney 
plate, and a knob, and they, ean be 
placed on any door. Instead of the key 
tnd keyhole, however, there is a par- 
ticular lot of mechanism beneath the 
«nob, with fonr to six little levers, 
which ean be pressed or raised to un- 
lock the door. The owner or person who 
hae a right to enter can be given the 
‘ombination, and the lifting of ene or 
more of these little levers, one or more 
times, juet as may be arranged, will 
release the bolt, and the door will open. 
The closing of the door will lock it, and 
4 certain lever will release it if it is 
worked from the inside. 

Numerous combinatiens may be had, 
and these can be changed at any time. 

Keyless padlocks are also on the mar- 
ket. They have combinations that can 
be set in as many as 38,000 different 
ways, making it difficult for a person 
not acquainted with it to unlock the 
‘ombination loek.
